New York. April 7.— By fire In twu 
restdeace* of the wealtblest part rf 
this city 18 Htm were lost. It may 
be feudd tbat tlie death Nst has been 
swelled to 14. 

Of the 13 victims, three were chil- 
dren. The last bodies from the Wind- 
sor hotd horror wer* buried oi^y a 
day or io ago. This lateit flr« W«s in 
nome ways almost a repetition of that 
holocaust The injured number seven. 

Wallace C. Andrew;;, president of the 
Nf>w York Steam Heating company; 
Miixgaret Andrews, his wife; Mrs. 
Georslana B. St. Jol^n, sister-in-law of 
lira Andrews sad Trifto of O 0. St. 
John; Austin B. St. John, 7; Wallace 
8t John, 3; Frederick St. John, 13 
months old; these three children of 
Mrs. St John, «ad Mary Lougblin, 
Bra Peterson, NMIie Boland.' Mary 
Flanagan, Annie Neary, Kate Down- 
ing, Mary Ross, all servants. 

All these deaths occurred In the 
house of Mr. Andrews, except Mary 
LotichllD', senraht fn the house of Al- 
ber J. Adams. Of the Injured, Jennie 
Burns, servant in the Andrews house, 
is not expected to live. Two servants 
la the Andrews house are still miss- 
lor. 

Tb6 fire was In th(e home of Wal- 
lace C. Andrews, president of the New 
York Steam Heating comptOy, Oh 
East Slzty-seventh street. 

The Are ftartiNli in the Andrews 
house and the Adams residence caught 
later in the morning. The fire was 
first discovered about 2 a. m. 

▲ polioemaB was pABslng in front 
of the Havemeyer r^denee, In East 
Sixty-sixth street, when he heard an 
explosion and saw a great fla.sh of 
light In East Sixty-seventh street. He 
ran thither with all speed. When he 
arrived the flames were shooting out 
of the upper floors of tlie Andrews 
house. They leaped halfway across 
across the siieet. The policeman tried 
to get into the bouse to arouse the oc- 
cupants. 

He was driven beck by the flames. 
He then turned in an alarm and re- 
turning got the people out of V, Roths- 
Child's house, which is close by. Around 
the eomer of Sixty-seventh street and 
FJfth avenue are the homes of some 
of New York's wealthiest men. Next 
to the Adams house, which was a hajid- 
some 4-story brown stone affair, is the 
«|Mlid14MaM of H. 0. Armoi^i', bne of 
the Chicago packers. Next to that is 
the home of Perry Belmont Directly 
opposite la tkf home of Qeori» J. 
Gould. 

While some of th^ firemen fought 
the .llSilifjl, ijrttll hoM and chemicals. 
otUers nished Into 'the Rothschild 
house, and from there into the An- 
drews home, by way of the rear wtn- 
uhu(, ^f'lhey were even then too 
late, for in. the middle room of the 
third floor the flremen stumbled over 
the bodies of Mrs. St. John and Wal- 
lace, her 3-year-old child. 

Tte^'cKUd wu dead, but Mrs. St 
Joha WM Jait alive and gasping for 
breath. A Hrepian picked her up and 
staggered with her to the Rothschild 
house, but she died as she was being 
earried la. 

Mother aad Children. 

Mrs. St John, her three children and 
two servants, Kate Downing and Maria 
Roth, all on the third floor. Mr. 
8t Je^al wlio Is the treasurer of the 
New York Steam Heating company 
and a brother of Mrs. Andrews, was 
not at hom.' during the lire. Mr. An- 
drews and bis wife occupied the mid- 
dle room on the second floor. There, 
two hours later, their bodies were 
found clasped in each others arms. 
They were so charred as to be almost 
heycod ;«c«ffnltion. Tl^e servant* of 
Andrews were on the fourth or top 
floor. Alice White, the cook, leaped 
from the window to an extension 
which rose to the third floor. She was 
found there uicoascious by flremen. 

Jennie Burns, another of the serv- 
ants, Jumped from the samn window 
to the extension. She crushed in her 
^Vll, and is la a aerlous condition. 



Mary Holland, the kitchen maid; 
Mary t'lannagan, the parlor maid; Ann 
Neary and Eva Peterson, the four re- 
maining servants, were on the fourth 
floor. It I* feAred they are lost. 

After the flremen had rescued Alice 
White and Jennie Burns from the roof 
of the extension, just t>efore the flames 
reached that locality, another desper- 
ate effort thte ttadift t0 get Into the 
Andrews home, but the conflagration 
had gained an extraordinary hold, and 
it was impossible to force an entrance. 
The flames shot into the air a height 
of over 100 ftct. 

A strong tdnd blowing from the 
south swept the flames north. On the 
north side of Sixty-ninth street was 
the handsome home of Albert J. 
Adajns, the millionaire sporting man, 
better known as "At" Adana. His 
ftmily bad boea aroused by the tamult. 
A servant opened the window to see 
what it was all about. Just then a 
gust of wind swept In br.rninR brands 
through the open window. The Adams 
bouse waa on flre in a second and be- 
gan to blaze fiercely. 

By 6 a. m. the flre was sufflciently 
under control to permit of a search of 
ihe ruins. Then It was that the bodies 
of two of the St John children Were 
found. Their were carried down and 
placed by the side of their mother and 
little brother. 

Soon afterward L. C. Bruce, who la 
married to a niece of Mr. Andrews, ar- 
rived. He Identified tbe bodies. He 
Mtld^ Mrs. Andrews ' eaire from Wil- 
loughby, a subur'i of Cleveland, O. Mr. 
St. John was in Wilmington, Del., with 
some friends. 

Mr. Andrews was in Albany and re- 
turned home during the night. Mr. 
Borden, a brothrr-in-law of Mr. St. 
John, said that tlie entire family hr.d 
planned a trip to Hot Springs, Ark., 
and were to have started on the day 
of their death. 

George J. Goald was not in hlg home 
at the time of the flre. Mr. Rothschild 
said he was first awakened by the clat- 
ter of fire enclnca He got his temlly 
and servtntr up iBd iir^ared t6 <iult 
the house. The damage to Mr. Roths- 
child's home and furniture is said to be 
mostly from water. 

The inmates the Adams house 
were paalc-atrlekea by th^ sndilc^n 
outburst of flame. Nellie Qulnn and 
Mamie Vogel, servants, tried to nieh 
down the stairway, but that avenue of 
escape was already cut off. The two 
women appeared at the front wladow. 
Thence they Jumped to the roof of the 
bow wlndOT, a story below. There 
they crouched In terror. 

The fluaes got hotter and near to 
the womm. A ^lieeolan and several 
citizens raa into ihe adjoluin); house 
and succeeded in rescuing them. Spec- 
tators cheered wildly. 

In an hour the fire in the Adams 
house was out. The flrenien found the 
body of Mary Loughlln, CO, at the bot- 
tom of the stairs, Ici'ding to the roof. 
She had been smothered by the smoke 
and was not much burned.

Andrews was a brother of the late 
Chauncey H. Andrews of this city, and 
the brothers wire largely instrumental 
in developing the Iron and coal indus- 
tries of the Mahoning valley. Mr. An- 
drews was born at Payne's Comers. 
He was a resident of this city until 
1878, when be went to New York and 
L.-'came iiieniified with the Metropoli- 
tan business WMild. He had no cbll> 
dren. He was an uncle of Mrs. An- 
drews Logan, wife of Major John A. 
Logan of this city, and Mrs. Julia 
Bruce, wife of ^jssli^ C Bruce of the 
Turf, i^eid aad Item fsblloatloa of 
New York.

New York, April 7.— Tbe nsfee on the 
stocke exchange floor waa one of wild 
confusion.

SAMOAN TROUBLE DETAILED 



Adinlritl of American Cruiser Comiielled 
tba CetiiiHn \Var«bl|> to Get UM 
•f tha Way of Firs of 
thm Brlilkli bkips. 



Apia, March 24, via San Francisco, 

April 7.— There have been lively times 
in Samoa during the past few days. 

The United States and British war- 
ships have shelled Mataafa's forces re- 
peatedly, and sailors have been landed 
in Apia to protect proptry, Numerous 
tusuallies have resulted on buth sides. 

Wh( n Admiral Kautz arrived on the 
Philadelphia he spent two days in 
making Inquires, and then called a 
meeting of all the consuls and the sen- 
ior officers of all the warships in the 
harbor. 

As a result of the meeting a proclam- 
ation waa Issued by the Amerieaa ad- 
miral declaring, that the so-called pro- 
visional government under Mataafa 

can have no legal status under the Ber- 
lin treaty, and therefore can not be 
recognised by the consular and naval 
representatives, and ordering Mataafa 
and supporters to quietly go to their 
homes and respect the laws Of the Ber- 
lin treaty. 

It was further ordered that tue peo- 
ple ejected from their homes be re- 
turned, and the power of the naval 
force, it •was stated, would be u"^d 
against all who disregarded the right 
of peaceably disposed persons. Tha 
authority of the chief Justice was up- 
held by the proclamation. 

This prof.'amation was taken to Ma- 
taafa and re::d to htm by Flag Lieuten- 
ant Miner. It was received in silence 
and no answer, was made. Mataafa 
and the chiefs quietly left the western 

portion of the municipality, and it 
seemed as If they were about to obey 
the commands. 

KiiRe'it Counter Hfova. 

Rose, the German consul, however, 
lissued a counter proclamation in the 
Samoaa language, which was dietrib- 
nted among tbe Mataafaaa The proc- 
lamation read as follows: 

"By the proclamation of the admiral 
of the United States, dated Munu 11, 
claimed, to be made by the consuls oi 
the signatory powers of tlie Berlin 
treaty, as well as the commenders of 
men-of-war, to not recognize the pro- 
visional govtrnir.ent composed fOf Ma- 
taafa and the 13 chiefs. 

"I therefore niake known to you that 
this proclamation is quite false. I am 
the German consul general, and 1 con- 
tinue to recognize the provisioaal gov- 
ernment of Samoa until 1 tiavc receiv- 
ed contrary Instruetions^roih my gov- 
ernment." 

The Immediate result of this action 
was that the rtljcls turind back and 
prepared for war, declaring that tlity 
would not obey the admiral's order, 
and prevent any food supplies from be- 
ing brought into Samoa for the Mal- 
itla natives. The next day Apia was 
surrounded by Mataafa's warriors. 
Forces from the PhilaAelphla and Por- 
poise, under Lieutenants Brown and 
Cava, were landed to protect the loyal 
nativi^s. On Tuesday Mataafa. having 
failed to appear, tbe admiral's flag lieu- 
tenant, Miller, was sem to deliver an 
ultimatum. He was not allowed to see 
the chief, but delivered uts message 
and retired. Everything looked ugly, 
and British and American blue jackets 
^rere landed in Apia to protect the con- 
sulates. Quick firing machines and 
small 'field pleOlM weee also landed. 
' Hostilities commenced on Tuesday 
afternoon when halt a dozen men were 
taken by tbe Mataafans. They were 
taken to headquartere and bound. On 
WednMday morning aotlce was spread 
that If no answer was received from 
Mataafa by 1 o'clock tbe Philadelphia 
Would flre one of her large guns, fol- 
lowed by three 1-minute guna Ma- 
taafa sent no answer. 

He and his chiefs were buoyed up 
by the German consul's proclamation 
and vague talk that Gerauny would 
support them. 

Signal gnna were fired, and the for- 
eign population of Great Britain and 
America were taken on board their re- 
spective warships. Other nationalities 
went on board sailing vessels in the 
harbor. 

One hundred and seventy-five men 
were landed, and at Admiral Kautz's 

request Captain Sturgy of the Porpoise 
assumed command of the combined 
forces on shore. Flag Lieutenant Mil- 
ler of the Philadelphia assisting. 

For several days the German war- 
ship Falke persistently kf^pt in ttif 
way, BO as to incommode tbe tire of 
the British shipa Fiaaily Admiral 
Kautz compelled her to move inside 
the harbor entrance oai of the way.

"To mv mind," he continued, "such 
training doea not fit one to fight and win 
tbe battle of lift here in our own Amer!- 
(;an world. You see the two countries 
are so dissimilar as to the genius of their 
institutions, their mode of living and 
their peculiar ideals. The flrpt thing you 
do when you get to the town of Heidel- 
berg ia to pay a small sum for matricula- 
tion in the university and that Is to very 
many the end of it. You take no obli- 
gation to do one thing or refrain from do- 
ing another. There ia no roll call, no 
regular study hours, no record of daily 
attendance, no marks of standing in your 
class and above all no going to prayers. 
Bleaa yonr dear life, nobody in that old 
town on the hanks of the Xeckar that 
claaaic fountain of tbe Moses in Southern 
Germany— ever prays for bimsrif, let 
alone compelling a lot of fellows to turn 
out of a warm bed of a cold frosty morn- 
ing to listen to him. You just fork over 
a few dollars and then drift around and 
do just as you please. You don't have 
to go to bed unless it suits you, nor to get 
up at all if you don't chooae to. If you 
keep full ail the time nobody aeema to 
care. If you and your chum "break up" 
housekeeping every night when you are 
as dmnk aa a oonple of biled owla no one 
objects, unless it is the landlady. Your 
mother can not write to tbe dean of tbe 
faculty and find oat all about yon for be 
is not oonaeious of your exiRtence. If 
you elect to study you will tind a large 
number of lectures to ehnoae from, but if 
on the other hand you want to skip at- 
tendance you can do so. If you wish to 
graduate and take a degree you will have 
to paas a final examination that will 
make a cold sweat break out of every 
pore of your corporosity and wish you 
had employed tbe shining hours in a dil- 
igent manner* A chap to paaa that final 
examination has to know almost every- 
thing that is worth knowing in this sin- 
ful, troubled world! Of the 800 boys 
wlio were tliere with me, about three- 
fourtlis were careful, diligent, hard-work- 
ing students, a credit to themselves and 
to the world-renowned institution whose 
famous walla and halls they cherished as 
their beloved Alma Mater. The re- 
mainder just stayed around the hotels, 
saloona and recitation rooms and at- 
tempted little or nothing. The idle, 
many of them were either the sons of 
rich men or tbe scions of nobilitv. They 
IxMited on the river, they loafed on the 
streets, they rode in cabs, they roamed 
over the hills' or sat and smoked and 
drank in the public garden." 

t)0 all students tight duels, aa is the im- 
presaion in this country? 

"No indeed, only those that belong to 
those social organizations known as 
'corps,' something like the secret socie- 
ties in oar American coUegee. Tbere are 
five or six of these 'corps,' each with a 
color of its own displayed iu the cap on 
the head, more than in any other article 
of clothing, say white cape, green caps, 
blue caps and so on. These caps once 
seen are never forgotten and are worn in 
a {aantv, devil may^eare faahion, like an 
eggshell perched on top of the cranium. 
Each set keeps to itself and is never on 
speaking terms with the rest, for sooner 
or later they will be called upon to fight 
each other on the duelling ground, and 
it is not pleasant to be on friendly terma 
with one whose nose yon may alit ap or 
cheek carved at some future time. Most 
of the idlers belong to the 'caps.' In ad- 
dition to the little caps stuck on top of 
tbe head each one ia provided with a pair 
of hi«h topped gluzed boots, long pipe 
and big dog. Wherever one of these 
atndenta goee bis dog goes and whenever 
you see a huge catiine lying around 
under the tahleH or on the grass snapping 
at the flies you may know that his maater 
is not far ofl*. Tliesc pets make a good 
deal of trouble— for instance a green cap 
dog jumpa on and almost chokee tbe 
life out of a white cap ; then hia owner 
has got to take ap the fusa and vindicate 
tbe honor of hia bosom friend. A man 
ttiat is anybody wanta to be considered 
as good aa hia dog and that which wounds 
one insults the other. The duelling bus- 
iness is so associated with my recollec- 
tions of Heidelberg that I have wished a 
million of timet I ooald see tH the fan 



over again. I don't mean that I w*ntl||» 

tight one myself but that I would like U> 
see some one else do it, just as I like to 
somebody else go to Manilla to battle 
for the old flag, and an appropriation. 
Coming right to it I will say that when a 
atndent joins a corps he is given to under 
•tand that he baa got to fight at least 
three daela. He can volunteer to fight 
that number if he wants to, but he has 
got to fight that often anyhow. The 
Prince Biamark, aon of tbe great Premier 
of the German Empire, fought no less 
than thirty-two while I was at Heidel- 
berg. A eloee wateh is kepton eveiy man 
and if at the end of the course one is 
found to have failed to come up to the 
scratch the head man in his corps ap- 
points a day for him to fight and if he 
fails to be tbere and has no good excuse 
he is expelled and is a merited and dis- 
graced man forever." 
Is there no law preventing thia custom ? 
"Oh yes there is a strict law on this 
subject, it ia only when you go to enforce 
i t that there ia tronble. SooMthlng abo u i 
like the Sunday law for tbe aaloons here 
in Maysville or when the curlew tolls its 
parting knell. l*wloe a week the boys go 
right across the Nechar to the Hirsch 
Gasae and tight to their heart's content 
and then come straight back to the lec- 
ture rooms with horrible slashes and 
gashes on their beads and faces and blood 
streaming from every wound, yet nobody 
seems to care or comment upon it. 
Tboee boya are prond of their scars. I 
have known them to keep the cuts open 
and prevent their healing by pouring red 
sour wine into them. Tb^r seemed to 
think that they were pioof concluaive 
that one ia a man of spirit and courage. 
Long years after he has graduated he 
points to his scars with a pride that re- 
minds you of one of our wild Indiana 
gloating over the number of ecalpa that 
bang at hia saddle bow. Every Tuesday 
and Saturday are duelling days at Heid- 
elberg. It is tbe custom to have at least 
three each day though aometimea there 
are a doaen. Go with me to the Hirsch 
( ias.se and I will ahow you how the cus- 
tom looks to an American. 

The room ia about fbrtyfeet eqnare and 
fifteen high, the floor covered with eaw- 
(lust, and at one side tbere are a lot of 
chairs and tables where yon can alt and 
take a glass of beer or a cigar or some- 
thing to eat while the fun ia going on. 
Generally there ia a fair sprinkling of 
students, most of whom are in different 
colored caps. They are all talking and 
smoking and waiting about for tbe 
"show" to begin. Over in one window 
are abont a doaen long narrow-bladed 
Hvvords, and on the outside is a man 
sharpening a lot more. He knows how 
to fix 'em, and when be geta done with 
them they are all sharp enough to cut a 
hair with. Pretty soon tbe two gay and 
gallant yonnt "rooatera" who are going to 
fight come in to the room from opposite 
doors and say that they are ready and in 
waiting. With tbe exception of their 
heads and facea they are padded all over 
and 9ver, and around the ears passes 
a widestrapcorapletely hiding them from 
view. At a .g|v^ signal the contest be- 
gins. ^ The blows rain down with light- 
ning like rapidity. To a ijuietand peace- 
able man like myself, it was a shocking 
and startling spectacle— a barbarona, 
savage scene which I can never forget. 
The hair tlies and the fire flies aud tbe 
blood flies until yon l>egin to think they 
will minder one another, and have anal- 
most uncontrollable impolae to mix in 
the melee as a peace-malnr with a good 
hickory club. Pretty soon one of tbe 
fighters gets a severe cut, when the old 
surgeon calls a halt and examines the 
wound which ia aoon fixed up in some 
way when tbe cireui goes right along un- 
til one or both are knocked out, or tbe 
fifteen minutes are up. If either is dis- 
abled or tome accident oconrs, say a 
sword broken, it don't count, and tbe 
whole thing has got to be gone all over 
again. There are certain iron dad rules 
that are stuck to, to the very letter. In 
fij^hting one must never get back of a cer- 
tain line on the floor. He may step over 
it or bend forward over it, but he must 
never step backward or show by the 
slightest grimace or expression that he is 
either afraid or in pain, I care not how 
serioua hia condition may be. Many a 
brave and true man haa made mistakes, 
has fallen under the diapleasurea of hia 
comradee and been compelled to leave 
the university in disgrace. These are 
serious things and follow one to his 
grave. 

"There waa a big hurley K«ltackian at 
Heidelberg by the name of 8am Stone, 
who for two or three years came out vic- 
torious every time. He was invited from 
one university to another aud left quite a 
halo of victory and glory in his make 
wherever he went. For a long time I 
waa very proud of him as a fellow Ameri- 
can. Finally be was vamiuished by a 
little fellowfrom the University of Stras- 
burg, ifter which he came home disgust- 
ed and sat down, forgot all he had ever 
learned beyond the ocean— and it did not 
take him very long either. He then 
married a little darling with 900 aeree of 
land and could never be compelled to 
admit that he had ever fought a doel be- 
yond the Atlantic! '

The returns show 
a total of l'3,35 1,000 bogs converted into 
manofacttired product, •• oompared witb 
20,*.'01,000 for the prereiling year, and an 
annual average of 14,865,000 for ten years 
prior to the year now cloaed. For tbe 
preceding period of ten years, 1878-79 to 
1887-88, the annual average was 10,858,000 
head. For six years, 1872 3 to 1877-7S, 
tbe annual average was 8,968,000 bead— 
which period goes back to the beginning 
of summer curing operations. Refrigera- 
ting methods have socbaqged the curing 
businees that almoet the entire packing 
industry is now conducted by houses 
which are equipped for continuous oper- 
ation! thronghont die year. 

Fifty year? ago the season's packing 
represented a total of 1,500,000 bogs, and 
an outlay of about |16/)00,000. For the 
next ten years the annual average was 
2,000,000 bogs, the highest record being 
'2fi:ib,(m. The average rose 2,()70,()00 for 
the next ten veare, ending with 1868 (il), 
the highest nnmbar being 4,070,000, in 
i s(>2-(>:s, wbic,b was not again •giuiled un- 
til 1871-72. 

nfty yeara ago the population of tbe 
United States was about 22,000,O0Q, and 
tbe commercial slaughtering of hogs in 
tbe Weat was about 70 in number of 
1,000 of the entire population. At the 
preeent time the population is 7.~j,ouo,000, 
and tha Western packing for the past 
year represents 'Mo hogs to 1,000 populs' 
lion, besides the large number shipped 
for slaughtering in Eastern markets 
These flgurta will raggeat tbe great ex> 
pansion of such interesta within tbe life 
of some who then bad and still have 
identity with this indoatry and knowl 
edge of conditions attending tt at that 
early period in its history. For 1871-72, 
following which year summer raring op- 
erationa were inangnrated, the Western 
p;icking was 4,830,000, and the popula> 
tion about 40,000,000, representing 120 
ho>;s to 1,000 population. 

For the eight months of what is termed 
the summer season, March 1 to Novem- 
ber I, 1S<«K, the Western packing repre* 
sented 13,931,003 bogs, making an in- 
crease of 2,171,000 compared witb tbe 
preceding year. The average weight was 
reduced 3| per cent, and coat increased 
15 cents per 100 pounds. 

For the four winter season months, 
November 1st to March 1st, the total is 
9,720,000 hogs, an ineraaaa of 1,279,000 
compared with the preceding year. The 
average weight was rednoed 1) per cent. 
The ateragl ooit waa practically the 
same as the preceding year. 

For tbe twelve months ending March 
l»t the total packing was 23,651,000 hogs, 
an increase of 3,450,000 compared wi^ 
the preceding year. 

Tile outlays for the year for hogs 
amounted to $203,000,000, exclusive of 
labor and all other expenditures incident 
to tbe Industry.
